Uncle Sam Refutes Idea That Increased 
Coal Bille Are Truthful Incicators 
of Ite Presence. 


Have you been laboring under the mis- 
apprehension that winter is here just because 
the coal bills have begun to come in? You 
are much mistaken. Coal bills do not make 
winter. Real, official winter will begin at 
10:48 a. m. today. The United States naval 
time service and the hydrographic office says 
so in a bulletin issued yesterday by Lieut. 
J. H. Comfort. 

To most people winter means overcoats, 
ear muffs, fanneis, and furs. To household- 
ers ip means coal bille and a skyrocket rise 
in the price of eggs. Not so to the staid fed- 
eral government. Here's what it means 
to Uncle Sam: 

Winter begins at 10:48 a. m. Wednesday, 
Dec. 21. This i» arrived at from the date in 
the nautical almanac in which the different 
codrdfhates of position of hourly ditrerences 
are given for Greenwich mean time, These 
are easily reduced to our ninetieth meridian 
time by inepections received between what 
two days the sun’s movement changes from 
south to north, and them by using the hourly 
difference we see at what time it reached 
its greatest southing equaling the obliquity 
of the echptie of that date.”

Good Results Are Achieved by 
Similar Distributions That 
Have Been Made in Va- 
rious Other Cities.

‘Tt te believed transient visitors wil be 
brought in touch with religious influences, 
whereas men alld women of this class gen- 
erally can not be reached by the regular 
routine of church and social work.

Taking advantage of the quarterly convoes 
tion, the gixty-first birthday of Presid 
Judson, and the proximity of Christmas, the 
founder dropped $10,000,000 in the university 
stocking, announced that it would be his 
last gift, and formally gevered his o mj, 
connection with the institution.

Mr. Rockefeller made his gift known in 
two letters to the president and trustees of 
the university dated Dec. 18.

Ryerson, president of the board of trustees, 
at the comvocation yesterday. The other, 
which contains his suggestions as to the uses 
to which the money may be put, has not been 
made public.

He has never suggestec 
the appointment or the removal of any pro- | 
fessor. Whatever views may have been ex- 
preesed by members of the faculty, he has 
never indicated either assent or -dissent. 

He has never interfered directly or indi- 
rectly with that freedom of opinion and ex- 
pression which is the vital breath of a uni- 
versity, but has adhered without deviation to 
the princizle that while it is important that 
university professors in their conclusions be 
correct it is more important that in their 
teaching they be free. 


Respects Religious Opinions. 

More significant still, this principle bas 
been maintained even in his attitude toward 
the teaching of a subject so intimate as re- 
ligion, wherein the mind is keenly sensitive 
to’differences of opinion. Although at times 
doctrines have been voiced in the university 
which traverse those the founder is known 
to hold, he has never shown a desire to re- 
strain that freedom which js quite as precious 
in theology as in other fields of thought. 
Such a relationship between a great bene- 
factor” and the institution which he has 
founded affords a model for educational ben- 
efactions through = time to come. 

“Ig contemplaiing the severance of this 
long continued relationship, so gracious on 
his part and rendered,delightful by so many 
acts of personal courtesy, the trustees are 
unable to express their appreciation of mu- 
nificence so vast exercised in a spirit so fine.

Case Stirs Washington. 


Washington is evincing much interest in 
the outcome of the Lorimer case.

“Tn other words, the committee declares 
that if the votes of members charged with 
giving or taking bribes were eliminated, Lor- 
imer would still have a majority ot three 
votes. On the day Lorimer was elected 
-genator it required 102 votes to elect, and in 
the morning just that many votes were cast 
for him. Afterward six more votes, that 
might be classified of the band wagon 
variety, went over Lal him, siving den 108 
votes. 

vor these votes 69. were cast by Democrats 
and 55 by Republicans. If the fact of men 
confessing the dirtiest political crime onthe 
calendar—that of bribing and of taking 
bribes—means anything, then there were cer- 
tainly seven tainted votes in Lorimer’s 108, 
and these taken away would reduce his vote 
below the necessary number for election. 

“Tf seven tainted votes can be pointed 
out, only heaven.and a few politicians in 
Uilinois can tell how many there were not 
yet uncovered.

| Washington, D. C., Dec. 20.—What may 
prove formidable opposition to the adoption 
of any report to the senate for the exonera- 
tion of Senator Lorimef as the result of 
the investigation of charges of bribery in 
connection with his election by the Illinois 
legisiature is said to have Geveloped on 
the senate floor today.

Several sermators are declared to se 
agreed they would compel a donement 
of the whole subject until a the holiday 
recess in order that all members night have 
an opportunity to digest the testimony as 
well as the report of the committee on 
privileges and elections. 

Chairmen Burrows called the committee’ 
on privileges elections together today 
amd soon after the adjournment it was re- | 
ported he had been authorized to report 
the Lorimer matter to the senate in ac- 
cordance with the findings of the subcom- 
mittee. Great dissatisfaction is said to 
have been expressed because of the failure 
of the committee to have printed the find- 
ings of the subcommitee. It is asserted 
that there never has been an investigation 
in which such diligent effort has been made 
‘to keep the proceedings secret. 


Difference of Opinion. 

According to authoritative information 
the subcommittee was a unit in declaring 
there had been no evidence that Senetor 
Lorimer had been involved in any manner in 
purchasing votes of individual members of 
the begistature, but there is some difference 
of opinion as to what would have been the | 
result if all of the votes against which there 
was teint had been eliminated.

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uma REBELS TRAP TRAIN 


Rout Col. tides Force 5 the 
Mountains Near Pedernales. 
FEDERAL Loss IS HEAVY. 
Forty- two Wounded Soldiers Taken 
“Back to Chihuahua. 


Chihuahua, Merz., Deo. 20.—Forty-two 
wounded government soldiers were brought 


in today, thus confirming reports that the 


troop train which left here on Saturday was. 
shot to pieces in the mountain trap known 


as Malpaso, a few miles east of Pedernales 
and about 120 miles west of here. 

The official report states the federals lost 
21 killed, 10 missing, and 42 wounded. The 
latter includes Col. Guzman, who was in com- 
mand of the expedition. The ineurrectos’ 
loss is not known here. 

The train left here on Saturday, traveling 
in two sections and carrying three field 
pleces on a coal car and 500 soldiers. Pancho 
Villa. the bandit who, while opergting inde- 
pendently, still regards the government as 
his enemy, fired on the second section at it 
was passing through Andania cafion, but did 
no damage. 


Mountains Swarm with Rebels. 

The mountains of Malpaso, however, 
swarmed with revolutionists. They halted 
the first and second sections. 

Col. Gusman disembarked bie troops and 
defended himself from the desperate charge. 
He was in a trap, however. His enemy was 
on the heights, sheltered by bowlders and 
other protection, and poured in a deadly fire. 
He was unable to use his big guns effectively, 
owing to the nature of the ground.

Waenington, P. C., Déc."20.—[Special.}—In 
‘spite of the deluge of opposing petitions with 
whieh congress has been inundated, there 
is a good chance that the law providing for a 
rural parcelg post system win de passed in 
this session. As the situation shapes up at 
the present ‘time the enactnient of the pro- 
posed legislation will-be aseured if President 
Taft brings sufficient’ pressure to bear upon 
the Itaders to carry out the recommendation 
of the rura! system contained in his message. 
Representative Weeks of Massachusetts, 
the chairman of the house committee, favors 
the inauguration of a parcels post on the 
rural free delivery routes and moreover ad vo- 


that this is about the last piece 3 
the people of the eountry want enacted. It 
is estimated that 25,000 parcels post memo- 
rials now are on file, each petition bearing on 
the average from five to 100 names. 

Of this number of petitions only a fraction 
of 1 per cent favor the parcels post autem.

Banks Faring Better than They 
Did a Week Ago in Finan- 
cial Affairs. 


(NEW YORE TIMES FINANCIAL LEADER.) 

New York, Dec. 20.—[Special.]—In the fore- 
noon trading on the stock exchange today 
prices of leading shares touched the highest 
figure attained by them since the recovery 
set in on Dec. 7 from th’ post-election de- 
cline. Advances coming on top of five days 
of rising prices plainly invited a considerable 
volume of profit taking. 

Selling for this reason was the main factor 
in the recessions which followed, but there 
were certain contributory influences includ- 
ed in the development of weakness in Lehigh 
Valley shares; publication of a poor Novem- 
ber earnings statement by the Baltimore and 
Ohio being one of the first returne for that 
month made by any of the larger railroads, 
and suggestive, therefore, of unsatisfactory 
conditions on other lines; the passing of the 
dividend on the shares of one of the most 
prominent of the country’s cement concerns, 
and later in the day announcement of a 
drastic decree in the Temple Iron suit by the 
Circult court of Philadelphia. 


Evidence of Underlying Strength. 
Perhaps the fact the market as a whole held Ite 
ground as stubbornly as it did in view of these vari- 
ous developments and its technically weakened 
condition is some evidence of underlying streneth. 
At any rate prices at the close were in most cases
